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COMMISSIONER’S REPORT. 





To the Citizens of Grafton County: 


The Commissioners of the County of Grafton herewith sub- 
mit their annual report for the year ending April 30, 1889, to- 
gether with the reports of Superintendent of the Almshouse, 
Chaplain, Physician, Sheriff, Jailor, Solicitor, Clerk Supreme 
Court, County Treasurer and Auditors. 

Your Commissioners have, as heretofore, used every reason- 
able endeavor to provide for the comfortable support of the in- 
mates of the Almshouse, and we are fnlly satisfied that very 
few of the unfurtunates ever enjoyed as many comforts at their 
homes, as do the inmates of this institution. 

Very many changes have been made in the institution during 
the past year, among which may be mentioned the improve- 
ment in the ventilation, which is now considered second to no 
institution of this kind in the state. 

The addition to the insane building, for which an appropria- 
tion was made by the last County delegation, bas been complet- 
ed, and we consider it a model vf comfort and convenience, 
and one which will add much to the comfort of this class of 
our poor, and affords the means of caring for nearly all the in- 
sane for which the county is liable. 

Seven inmates have been removed from the asylum to this 
institution and are supported at less than one half the cost for 
which the county was liable while confined at the Asylum, and 
we believe they are as well cared for, and as contented where 
they now are as when at that institution. 

The steam pipes and fixtures have been in use for quite a 
number of years and are almost constantly requiring repairs. 
A considerable amount has been expended for this purpose 
during the past year as will be seen by reference to the super- 
intendent’s report.

TO THE OVERSEERS OF THE POOR IN THE SEVERAL 
TOWNS. 


We desire to call your notice to Chapter 25, Sections 5, 6 and 
9, and Chapter 83, Sections 1, 14 and 15, of the General Laws, 
and inform you that no bills will be paid for more than ten 
days’ support previous to the proper affidavits being furnished 
us according to the requirements of these statutes. The evi- 
dence as to the settlement must show the name, age, place of 
present or former residence of the applicant since 1870; the 
amount of property owned by and taxed to themin any place 
since 1870; whether married or single; if married, when and 
to whom; if under the age of thirty-six years, the name and 
place and residence of parents, the amount of property owned 
by and taxed to either of them ; if they have received any aid 
when and by whom; where they have lived for the last two 
years, and any other material facts bearing upon the matter. 

We would also call your attention to Chapter 58, Sect. 1, 
Pamphlet Laws of 1883, entitled ‘‘An act for the punishment 
of parents who neglect to provide for the support of their minor 
children,” and to report any such case at once to the commis- 
sioners, so that such delinquents may be compelled to perform 
their duty to their legitimate offspring. 

You are requested to present to the County Commissioners, 
during the first week of each term of Court, all legal claims 
which said town has against said county for the support of 
county paupers. | 

You are requested to look after {he interest of said paupers, 
and be sure that each pauper gets a dollar’s worth of goods for 
a dollar, and settle no bills that are not particularly itemized 
as regards weight, quantity and price. 

The towns in the Eastern Judicial District, except Orange, 
Grafton; Dorchester and Wentworth, may send their affidavits 
or direct any correspondence to S. S. Brown, Woodsville, N. 
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H. ‘Towns in the Western Judicial District, south of Haver- 
hill, Warren and Wentworth, including Orange, Grafton, and 
Dorchester to H. H. Holt, Lyme, N. H., and the remainder of 
the towns in the County to S. P. Carbee, Haverhill, N. H., un-— 
til July 1st, 1889. 

We desire to express our thanks to the overseers of the poor 
throughout the County for the interest they have manifested in 
their able assistance in the care of the unfortunate poor in our 
midst. The class of paupers that receive aid at their homes, 
in the several towns, in the County, are directly under your 
care, and we trust you will give each case a personal inspection 
so that no one shall defraud the county, and no deserving ones 
suffer for the common necessaries of life. 

We extend to all the citizens, and especially tne taxpayers 
a cordial invitation to visit the Almshouse, and witness for 
themselves the manner in which the institution is managed, and 
thus be better enabled to judge how their money is expended.

3 The total.cost of supporting.paupers on the Farm for the 

year ending April 30; 1889, is $9443.43. This sum divided by 

the whole number of weeks board furnished, yiz., 5797 3-7, 

gives $1.62-|- as the price. per week. 

The principle reasons for the increase in the cost per week 
for the support. of paupers at the farm are the depreciation in 
value of live stock, the much needed repairs which were not 
included in the permanent improvements, and the amount now 
in the hands of the Superintendent, which has previously been 
deducted from the net cost.of supporting paupers at the. farm. 

Divine services have been held at the Almshouse onee in two 
weeks during the past year by Rev. M. T. Cilley of the M. E. 
Church at North Haverhill, and I respectfully refer you to his 
report. . 

There has been nineteen weeks of school at the Farm with an 
average attendance of 12 scholars. This school has been un- 
der the efficient management of Miss Helen’ M. Kimball, who 
has proven‘herself a thorough teacher, and the school’ will be 
continued several weeks. 

In closing this report I wish to thank the Commissioners and 
citizens of the County for their uniform courtesy and respect 
shown us the past year iu the performance of our many duties.
